These are days when the blood 
of the crystal-gazer surges hot 
through his veins as he views the 
rush of the Red Armies toward 
Berlin, but this isn’t a good time 
for prophesy 
beyond 
recording 
that the Allies are moving admir* 
ably along the sure road to vie 
tory. 
We shall be wise to take a tip 
from Premier Churchill’* remark 
that he couldn’t attempt to “ set j 
limits to the suberb and titan ic I 
events which we are now wit- ' 
ncssing or upon their reaction in 
every theatre.” 
In his opinion 
“ the wisest and most far sighted 
prophets 
w ill 
reserve 
t h e i r 
opinion until 
the 
results 
are 
known." 
However, Churchill did give us 
a valuable pointer. 
The Russian 
drive 
is 
part, of a coordinated 
victory plan to keep all fronts 
“ in constant flame until the final 
climax.” 
The idea, of course, is never 
to relax the big squeeze on 
the 
Germans for a moment, especially 
from the two main fronts. 
A p­ 
parently the original Allied plana 
called for 
simultaneous 
offen­ 
sives by the Russians and the 
Western Allies, and we should 
have seen both striking all-out 
now if Nazi Marshal Van Rund- 
stedt’s counter-drive hadn’t up­ 
set our push on the Rhine, 
Pe r­ 
haps that would have been the 
ideal situation, but 
time 
may 
demonstrate that the 
interlude 
provided by Rundstedt has been 
profitable for the Allies. 
In any event. General Eisen­ 
hower presumably w ill hasten the 
launching of a major offensive, 
and pending the full-fledged at­ 
tack w ill maintain as great pres­ 
sure on the- Ge rman lines as pos­ 
sible. 
W e see this working al­ 
ready in the two offensives on 
the Western Front—the British 
attack mirth of Aachen 
and 
the 
American Third Army thrust in 
northern Luxembourg. 
The British drive is to elimin­ 
ate a troublesome salient which 
the Germans long have 
main­ 
tained in the Allied line, and the 
Luxembourg action could be a 
local affair. 
However, both are 
testing 
Rundstedt’s mettle 
and 
any signs of German weakness 
will 
result 
in 
an 
immediate 
swelling of the 
Allied 
pressure 
against him. 
It's particularly necessary to 
keep up this pressure in th f West 
since two German armored divi­ 
sions are reported by London to 
be en route to the eastern front 
from the Rhenish theatre. That’j 
grand news, for it means that the 
Hitlerites are indeed desperate 
and are being forced to emulate 
the old Kaiser in the last war in 
shuttling troops back and forth 
between two fronts.

Seldom has a new Congress met under 
conditions calculated to prov e more trying 
than those which must b e faced this year.

E yo E x c u s e s fli rt V j p j o n -

A Y E A R or so ago Mr. Aldoua 
Huxley turned from th* w riting of 
almost flawless modern nov el* to 
b oost the methods of a Mr Bates 
for th* improv ement of v ision. In 


Dr. Clendening will answer

only, and then only through 
his column. 


hi* youth Mr. Huxley suffered an 
attack of keratitis pu nctata w-hich 
left one eye ju st capab le of light 
perception 
and 
the other with 
ab out 
of normal v ision. He u n ­ 
doub tedly got the b est of medical 
adv ice which ev idently was dis­ 
couraging as to any helpful t r e a t ­ 
ment. But it seems to me a lesson 
which all doctor* should take to 
heart, tha t this highly intelligent 
man 
was 
nev er 
satisfied 
with 
so discouraging a v erdict, ev en 
though he appreciated the reason­ 
ab leness of it. 


No t Me 


There is something in ev ery hu ­ 
man na tu re which says— "Some­ 
where, somehow 
there is some 
method tha t is going to cure me 
of this horrib le disab ility. It wa* 
not destined that this should hap­ 
pen to me.” 
Those of us on the outside can 
b e more calm and detached ab out 
it, b ut we mus t recognize that 
human urge to tr y anything that 
ev en suggests relief. 


Eye Exercises 
Mr. Huxley met a woman dis­ 
ciple of the late Mr. Cates who 
introduced him to a set of eye 
exercises which includes "w in k ­ 
ing,’’ “ nose reading,” “ palming," 
and “sunn ing.” Within a month 
or more he had learned to read 
without the use of lenses and eould 
read without fatigue and strain 
for he had learned to av oid the con­ 
dition* making for strain. He a d ­ 
mits his v isual acuity has not in­ 
creased, b ut says he has learned 
to use w hat he has to gre a te r a d ­ 
v antage. 


The act of seeing is not entirely 
confined to th* eyes. There is a 
b rain pa r t of it, too, and if I u n ­ 
derstand w hat is meant b y Mr. 
Huxley the exercises ta u ght him to

sharpen and control th# b rain cen­ 
ters for v ision. 
He pub lished his experiences in 
a b ook called "T he A rt of Seeing,” 
which caused considerab le com­ 
ment at the time among oculists, 
most of it unfav orab le. I will a d ­ 
mit as I read the b ook it seemed 
v ery foolish and confused, b ut then 
I was nev er in the position of b e­ 
ing afflicted with poor v ision. 
Recently the discussion has come 
up again in the medical magaxines. 
Dr. W. B. Lancaster, of Boston, 
points out that one of the fu n d a ­ 
mental laws of b iology is that repe­ 
tition of an act facilitate* its per­ 
formance. 
The 
first 
time 
one 
makes a b illiard shot he doe* it 
awkwardly, th# hun dredth tim# 
dexterously and with ease. Thus 
he thinks eye exercises are v alu­ 
ab le for tr e a tm e n t of color b lind- 
neas, to increase acuity of periphe­ 
ral v ision, and for speed and fa ­ 
cility in doing typing and b ook­ 
keeping ev en if some ocular defect 
is present. 
The methods of eye 
exercises dev eloped up to the pre s ­ 
ent are clumsy, b ut with scientific 
oculist* giv ing attention to this 
field it may he made v ery useful. 
Sub stitution Harmful 
It should b e stressed end stressed 
hard, howev er, tha t it does real 
harm to sub stitute these methods 
of eye exercises for other t r e a t ­ 
ment tha t has prov ed successful in 
helping v ision in chronic eye condi­ 
tions. This is where the faddist 
and enthusiast like Mr. Huxley is 
likely to do harm. He ia ridicu­ 
lous, as Dr. S tew art Duke-Elder, 
one of the most eminent liv ing 
oculists, says when he says these 
methods result in relief or cure of 
such serious diseases of the eye ai 
glaucoma, cataract, irritis or de­ 
tachment of the retin a b ecause 
they “ reduce nerv ous muscular 
tension.” 
It is a good rule to b e sure any 
tr eatm ent one is giv ing, is not do­ 
ing harm, and especially is not 
replacing a tried and true method. 
The eye is no pa r t of the anatomy 
to monkey with. There is no field 
of medicine more scientific and 
exact than that dealing with the 
eye. Be sure you hav e exhausted 
all really tested methods of cure 
b efore you s t a r t in on an untried 
one.
